Mr. Insull Says He will Postpone Work

With dozen's of workmen waitinR to 
get started to work on the blcr mansion 
which Samuel Insull. head of the Com- 
monwealth Edison Company of Chicago 
plans buldinfc on his big: ^arm just south 
of Libertyville, a serious delay has been 
encountered which may resulted in Mr. 
Insull abandoning his plans for erecting 
what gives promise of being the most 
costly country place on Milwaukee Ave- 
nue between Half Day and Liberty- 
ville. 

A technical union labor point has been 
raised to impede the work and it is said 
the ire of the electric magnate has been 
raised and he has made the positive as* 
flertian In substance to this effect: 
"1*11 never pay the fee they exact if ,1 
never finish the house; I really don*t 
need it, io, I'm not going to be forced 
to no something which I considered un- 
just and unreasonable." 

The facts are these; When Mr. .In 
suit had the big foundation put in for 
the residence which is to stand a short 
distance . south of his present fine 
country home, he had concrete work- 
men, members of the concrete worker's 
union, do the work, for» it is all of con 
Crete. But, after the foundation was 
in representations were made to Mr. 
Inaull by members or the bricklayers* 
union in substance as followes. That, 
when he had the concrete work done on 
the foundation, he failed to have a 
union bricklayer oversee the laying of 
the concrete. It is not denied that the 
men who laid the concrete were union 
concrete workers, but it is the same 
old story raised by the bricklavers, that 
no matter if union concrete workmen 
lav the concrete where brick la later to 
be used on the job. a bricklayer must 
oversee the laying of the concrete even 
thought he may have no knownledge of 
concrete work. 

And, because this was not done. It is 
understood the bricklayers went to Mr, 
Insull and explained the status of the 
situation, telling him that before they 
would permit the bricklayers and other 
vvorkmen to preceed with the building, 
he must pay a specified fee, said to be 
several hundred dollars, into the brick- 
layer's union as a penalty for failing to 
have bricklayer inspector on the con- 
crete work. 

Much of the moterial for the new re- 
sidenc is on the ground, the land about 
it has been beautified and all is in read- 
ness to proceed when the union techni- 
cality is odjusted. It is said that over 
. a hundred men are to be employed on 
the job and they are said to be anlouSly 
awaiting word that matters have been 
adjusted. Mr. Insull, It is stated, has 
declined further parley with the men 
who have demanded he pay the fine they 
have imposed on him and thus all mat- 
ters to the completion of the Insull 
palace, which, it is said will rival -that 
of J. Ogden Armour a few miles to the 
east of Milwaukee road, is at a com- 
plete standstill with nothing definote 
as to when it may be adjusted, for. 
friends of Mr. Insull declare he will 
never waver from his position in view 
of the fact the he believes he is. being 
imposed upon.

Edna Gilbert, employed at the J. 
Walnwrlght factory, 70B/Count^ street, 
Waukegan, hada narrow escan^ from 
serious injury shortly before qoo^Ved 
nesday.when she leaped from a window 
eighteen feet above the ground when 
fiames which attacked the stairway in 
the building checked her only means of 
escape. 

The girl showed remarkable nerve. 
The fire broke out. It is thought when 
two electric wires became crossed be? 
neaih the stairs leading to the second 
floor. Miss Gilbert was working at the 
time but was attracted by the odor of 
smoke. Before she could reach the 
doorway leading to the stairs some one 
sounded the alarm and others in the 
building made their escape from the 
first floor. Miss Gilbert, however, was 
caught on the second floor. As she 
opened the door to run down the stairs 
she was startled to see that the flames 
and smoke checked her way. She 
wasted no time, however, but rushed 
to the window in the rear of the room 
and raised the sash. The ground was 
eighteen feet below. 

White Mlas Gilbert stood calculating 
the distance to the ground the other 
girl who happened to be on the same 
floor at the time ran to the door and 
rushed through the smoke down the 
stairs to the first floor. 

Miss Gilbert did not see the girl make 
her escape in this way and did not 
know the flames in the hollwav had 
died down. She let herself out of the 
•window, hung bvher hands for a mo- 
ment and then let go. Luckily she 
landed on some grass beneath the win* 
dow and was not * injured, only badly 
shaken, however, she ran to the front 
of the factory and found that every one 
else had gotten from the building safe.

More litigation for overseer Voliva 
of Zion Cityl 

Mrs. Jane Dowie, widow of the lata 
Dr. Dowie. founder of Zion City haa 
Hied a suit in circuit court of Lake 
county, asking the court to compel 
Voliva, aa the person holding the estate 
left by Dowie. to give her her widow's 
dower interest in the yast property. 

The papers were filed by Warren B. 
Wilson and W. A. Robinson, attorney* 
for Mrs. Dowie. . . 

In the petition to the court, tho 
petitioner declares that, at Dowie'a 
death she was his lawful wife; that bo 
died March 7, 1908; that, during his life 
.while they, were husband and wife^ . 
Dowie was possessed of the estate 
mentioned specificaly later in the bill. 
The fourth section states that Voliva 
is the man who has held the estate al- 
though she does not ascribe to him the 
recognition of being Dowie'a legal suc- 
cessor. She merely says that **the de- 
fendant. W. G. Voliva is and for a long 
time past has been tbe person havint; 
the real estate of inheritance in tho 
said lands and is the person whose 
duty it is to assign dower in anrt to tha_ 
said real estate and every part thereof 
to your orator." 

That the said Voliva has wholly fail-^ 
ed and refused to lay off and assign 
such a dower in said real estate or any 
part thereof and it has become tho 
duty of said Voliva to set over to Mrs» 
Dowie her dower in all tbe said lands 
and hereditaments of every part which 
she is dowable. The said real estate 
above referred to and which she claima 
the widow's dower to (which is one 
third the total) is as follows: [Then 
follows perhaps without any question^ 
the longest list of property description 
ever tiled for any purpose in Lake 
county. It covers jusE forty pages of 
typewritten copVi written closely to* 
getber. The description covers every 
lot in the vast estate of Zion.) 

It would be difKcult to estimate the 
number iof descriptions or pieces of 
property mentioned in the petition. 
There are thousands upon thousands— 
to all of which Mrs. Dowie thus is mak- 
ing formal claims to a one-third inter*- 
est which, she claims, is due her as the 
widow of the man in whose name all 
this property lay when he was dead. 

It is interesting to note that she 
makes claim for her dower share in all 
the paries of Zion City, including Ked- 
ron park, Beuiah park.^Edina parlc, 
Shiloh park, Spir park and other minor 
park strips. 

For failing to turn over to her her 
share of the estate. Mrs.Dowie charges 
that such a foilure is. ^'contrary to 
equity and good conscience." 

Because Voliva has failed to assign 
her her share inthe estate, Mrs. Dowie 
prays the court to set hside her third 
interest in her husband's estate, giving 
her.her just share of every part of the 
estate.

— Wo take 
ore our* hats to tlio Danish packing 
house and Its product. Hero a moat 
cmclent pucklng houao takes a high 
Ijrado pig uud niunufncltircs hlra Into 
.,tho beat bacon on earth. If Armour 
or Ciidahy or Morris were here ho 
■would bo corjpollcd to join ua in our 
salutation of the packing houses of 
Denmark. Iloro Is the last word as 
to cfllclenl Eclentlfic treatment of tho 
dead porker. 

But In Denmark tlioy demand ."Jomo- 
thing more than r.clentinc treatment 
In the packing house. The Danish 
theory Is that to produce good bacon 
you must go back Into tho history of 
tho pig. Thoy want to know of what 
breed ho wna, that Iio was raised In 
a eanltary pen, on pure, wholesome 
food, that ho wna between flvo and 
iEcvcn months old, and weighed" from 
'ISO to 20O pounds when butchered. 
'llo may not bo n Bcrub, picked up 
,by tho buyers and rushed Into, tho 
ffards to bo killed and cured, as may 
!bo tho caso In America. The Danish 
Jplg Is an cfflclent sclcntinc agency 
tor transforming pure milk and grain 
'and root crops and fodder Into fino 
jplg meat And so when tho beat 
■packing house methods deal with the 
[bost pig tho result Is sure to be tho 
"iicat bacon. And tho farmers after 
they have raised tho pig and cured 
tho bacon In tho bacon factory which 
they themselves own, Insist that they 
jget tho profit from tho sale. So these 
Danish farmers koop possession of tho 
[bacon until It Is placed upon the 
jcountora of tho retail dealers In Eng- 
hand. In this way they got alt the 
[profits there arc In tho entire process. 

Organized Without Money.

'.Tho bicon fdctqry hero at Fredericks, 
isund la oxrncd by 3.000 farmers. There 
jaro big farmers and }Ittlo" farmers 
{nroong tham. -Some of thorn ^bavo 
lonly flTO acres, and others havehun- 
idrods of acres. Some contribute only 
jono or two hogs per year, while oth- 
lera send theirs in by the hundred, 
jstrnngo to say, whllo the factory now 
jreprescnte a very largo- InvoBtmcnt 
land whllo tho farmers who own It 
{have In tho aggrbgato groat wealth, 
Itho plant was established without tho 
idlrect investment of one dollar. There 
iwao no capital paid in and there were 
;np» bonds Issued. A largo number of 
jfarmcrs simply got together, organ- 
ized, elected offlccra and directed that 
■these ofllcers should, in their behalf, 
jborrow sufflclont capital at the near- 
tby bank to erect tho plant and start 
itho biislnesa. And tho bank stood 
■for It, well knowing that tho unllm- 
ilted liability of hundreds of farmers 
who were Interested lA tho bacon fac- 
tory was tho heat security in tho 
world; well knowing also that under 
■proper managomont a bacon factory 
Iwas itself one of the moat sound nud 
'profitable business ventures into 
(Which theso aamo fartnera could go. 
High Grade Manager. 
This concern is owned by 3.000 
thrifty, close-flated, money-making 
(farmers, but thoy do not run this 
buBlnesB on any narrow gauge plan. 
fThoy know that Incompetence does 
not pay. Thoy want good results and 
ISO employ tho best superintendent 
.■and - manager that monetary consid- 
erations can aecuro. His name Is 
iFrodcrlck L. Sleek.' Ho Is an edu- 
cated, widely road, much traveled. 
Bclentincally trained buslnosa man, 
who'understanda'-'farmlnB-and hog 
xalslng in all Its details. Ho knows 
|nll about pigs 'from breeding tOrOOt- 
dng. * Ho has - studied every- known 
.process of transforming a livo pig Into 
the finest bacon. JHlo knows, all about 
tho byrproducts, be they sausage or 
fertilizers made from tho blood. Ho 
unddrstanda^ tho problems -of trans- 
portation. Ho Is familiar with tho 
markets, of I tho world and with the 
Fernanda of each.- Into his plant he 
lias introduced all the latest emdenoy 
dovlcea.

manager. . 

Overcomtng Unfair^ Competition; 
Although for Bomp twenty or thirty 
tears ooKJporntlon has been in buc- 
cessful operation In Denmark.-^no'co^ 
operative society con count upon tho 
Abaenoo of rivalry and compotltlon 



from, private dealers. Karllcr In tho 
gamo iporo than one co-oporatlvo so- 
ciety v/as sadly hindered in being out- 
bid In Us efforts to purchase the 
products of Its racmborfi. It is hard 
Indeed for the farmer to realize that 
ho should accept ^10 per hundred for 
hia iilRS from a co-opcratlvo society 
whllo tho outside dealer Is offering 
him $11 per hundred. Tho private 
dealers hero played the game that thoy 
are playing in America. Whenever 
any co-operntlvo concern started do- 
ing buuIncBs tho private dealer at 
once outbid it. Here as In America 
tho farmers sometimes abandoned 
their co-operatlvo society and sold to 
tho highest bidder. Occasionally tho 
co-operntlvo concern was pushed to 
tho wall and went out of business. 
Hero as in America tho private deal- 
er immediately dropped his prlco and 
the farmer was whero he was before 
getting v/hatever price tho dealers 
agreed upon among themselves. 
No Selling to Rival Dealers. 
It did not tako tho organizers of 
tho co-operative movement long to 
realize that this could not go on. Con- 
sonuentiy, when a new organization Is 
started now tho matter ia fully ex- 
plained to tho prospective members. 
They aro told that unless they espoct 
to give unlimited loyalty to the con- 
cern, unless they are willing to agreo 
to bring all of their output to the so- 
ciety even when the society la outbid 
by private dealers, thero Is no uro In 
starting a society nt all. It la fully 
explained to them that the high prlcea 
which may bo offered can only bo 
temporary and that the permanent 
welfare of the community demands 
that the co-operative concern bo or- 
ganized and bo loyally supported. Tho 
matter thus fully before them the 
Danish farmers do not hesitate to en- 
ter Into a contract to deliver all their 
product to tho locol co-operative so- 
ciety. Tho mernberB of this bacon 
factory hero aro under absolute agree- 
ment to deliver pigs to no other deal- 
er, although any member may of 
course use such hogs as ho needs for 
his own use. . 

If a Member delivers pigs' to any 
dealer ho )s penalized. Ho has gone 
into this agreement with full knowl- 
edge of Us purpose. Ab a result no 
one Bcems to be In the least dlssat- 
Isfled, although occaBlonally compotl- 
tora offer prices tha^ are indeed tempt- 
ing. The manager "told us. however, 
that repeatedly he had farmers not 
only express satisfaction over tho 
profits which they were receiving, but 
when In addition to a fair price thoy 
have been paid a dividend they have 
repeatedly remonstrated that it 
seemed to them they were getting 
more than they should out of tho con- 
corn. 

Sixty Thousand Pjgs Per Year. ' 
"Wo handle from sixty thousand to 
seventy thousand pigs each year, 
said . tho manager. "During parts of 
the year two thousand 'pigs per week 
win come in. Thoao all are nearly 
of the sama ago and size, practically 
all being between twenty-four and 
tweuty-elght weaka old and weighing 
from 180 to f!00 ijounda. They have 
been fed almosy the same food and 
have been raised upon conditions that 
are absolutely uniform, Sllghf differ- 
ences occur in tho individuals, some 
being, a little fatter than their mates, 
othera differing In the quality of 
\neat, although it would tako an 
export to detect theflo'differencea.- Our 
annual turn over of bacon amounts to 
oboyta million and a half dollars. Wo 
send out' aome fresh pork- Our lead- 
ing article la cured side bacon with 
ham and ahoulder attached. Wo send 
out alao lard, sausage,' bbneles? ham. 
and a number of by-products. You' 
>viil Wo' as you go through tho fac- 
tory that every product which wo 
send out la marked with, a govern-^ 
ment strimp with -the- number 39, 
which Is the number of. this factory. 
.Utilizing AH Except the Squeal. 
"AH tlio vi'hflto from the factory is 
carefully cared for. Wo do not de- 
stroy d particle of material that comes 
InJ, Some one Ima anld that the- only 
thing we have not been able to make' 
money out of /la tho squeal. For ex- 
ample,* wo ;manufacture bono' meal for 
ohickon feed. We turn the blood Into 



a epcclal quality of fertilizer, most 
of which Is shipped to Qermany and 
Holland and used largely upon their 
famous tulip beds. Wo burn noth- 
ing. Moat of tho offal goes back U> 
tho farmo of thia region as manures. 
Thero Is no more profUnblo use for 
it, Tho very water with which we 
flush out our slaughter rooms Is used 
as a fertilizer. 

Each Friday wo send out quotations 
of priccn which will prevail during 
tho coming week. About one-half of 
our output, however, Is sold in ad- 
vanco on standing orders from Eng- 
land. They direct us to send them 
so many hundred pounds at tho rul- 
ing price. They understand, of course, 
that wo will fix a fair market prlco 
upon what wo send thom. With these 
who want good bacon, however, It la 
not so much a question of price as a 
question of quality, and It Is because 
of our quality that v.'o have these 
standing orders." 

Fixing Prlcea. 
Each of tho factories has a local 
price-flxing committee, conRlstlng of 
tho president of tho local society, a 
well-known farmer who (s not a direc- 
tor of tho Bocloty, and the manager 
of the factory. The manager of course, 
produces the latest mnrltct reports, 
tolcgrnms and all other Information 
obtainable as to the results of previ- 
ous shipments, tho state of the mar- 
ket and Us trend whether up or down. 
After providing foi a small protvt 
which goes to the sinking fund and 
allowing a quarter of a cent per pound 
for working expense tho commlttco 
decides upon tho prices which should 
be paid \and which It will recommend 
to the general district committee. 

Tho district committee of tho Fed- 
eratlcn of Bacon Factories meets once 
a week to fix tho pricon which are to 
prevail for tho following week. This 
general commlttco first loams tho 
views of all the local factory com- 
mittees in the district and sots tho 
prices according to their recommenda- 
tions; that is to say. If five local 
committees recommend *15 ore per 
pound, while flvo others place the fig- 
ures at 4G, tho general committee seta 
It at 4r>Vi. 

It Pays the Farmer, 
"Wo are now paying a little over 
fifteen dollars per hundred weight. 
Other prlvato dealers pay the same 
prlcc,*but with tho private dealer tho 
first return Is all tho farmer will ever 
get for his pigs. Each year we lay 
neldo something for our reservo fund, 
and something to pay ofl" what wo bor- 
rowed at the bank. After wo have 
dono this we declare an annual divi- 
dend, which amounts to from $1.35 
to $1.50 on each hog that has been 
delivered to ua. You aeo also that 
at tho end of tho ton years' period 
each farmer has a sharo In our. estab- 
lishment here, which may be termed 
an additional prlco for hlo pigs. Un- 
der our system each farmer has an 
Interest In this concern, when It Is 
finally paid for, In proportion to the 
number of pounds of pork which ho 
haa delivered to ua during all these 
years. Wo figure that the average 
amount, which baa been laid aside 
and Invested in this plant, Is about 
twonty-fivo dollars per member. We 
do not pay this In cash to them, but 
Issue a certlflcato which la evidence 
that they own a aharo in this plant 
and In the business which we aro do- 
ing here. This la not a closed cor- 
poration, but any farmer who wishes 
to Join it can do bo by paying tho 
estimated value of momborshlp. 
Standing Together. 
"There are 43 co-operatlvo bacon 
factories in Denmark. Wo have a cen- 
tral organization, which Is rather a 
voluntary association for tho mutual 
benefit of the various co-operative ba- 
con factories. Tho ofllce 1b in Cop- 
enhagen. Weekly reporta come in 
from each factory giving the amount 
killed and sold, tho expense of the 
business and tho market returns ro- 
coivcd. Tho heads of the various fac- 
tories meet from tlmo to time to talk 
over tho best business methods and 
possible improvements in our way of 
handling bacon. Wo give each other 
the bcneflt of our experience and 
think of every way possible to help 
each other. We do not feel that wo 
are. In any antagonistic sense, rivals. 
Wo fully bellevo that every factory 
la helped by tho success of the other 
factories. Tho success of each de- 
pends upon tho fact that all of the 
factories are putting out a good 
product and are dealing In an honest 
bualnosa-ltko way with the foreign re- 
tailers who t^ke our products. What 
hurts bno of us hurts nil of us. Wo 
are. anxious, therefore, to help each 
other In every way, since In helping 
others wd are helping ourselves. 

"Our agricultural schools and our 
govommcnt dopartmeuts help us. 
particularly, upon all scientific prob- 
lems. They help un along the tech- 
nical sldo of all our work. Thoy m^vko 
experlmont'a and, give advlco and co- 
operate with ua generally In a thou- 
sand wayB.'*- 

Possibly tho moat, striking thing 
^about the factory is thai; a group ot 
farnders should run a concern that 
rivals. In efficiency . and" business 
methods' the largest and best private- 
ly owned packing houses of the 
,world. . Wo expect farmeni to. /arm 
■weU;but we do not expect' thorn 'to 
do business well. In America they 
take what Is glveti them for tho raw 
product and go no further. Hero they 
go BO far as to get all there Is in it 
rrhe farmer who ralsea the pig holdB 
to It and keepa It as his property un- 
tUlIt landa In tho retail shops of Eng- 
land.' AU intervening procoBaes are 
'under hIa control and all Intervening 
proflts.aro ,hl8 own. Denmark pre- 
sentfl to tho world the aclentlflc farm- 
er who Is 'an cfllcient busInesB man. 
WiU the American farmer ever iJ^ 
tain' that posltloii? 



OLD CHURCH IS RESTORED 



Ancient Chrlat P. E. Building at Dover, 
Del., Resumes PosUlon Among 
Places of Worship, 

Dover, Del. — Christ Episcopal 
church, one of tho oldest colonial 
church edifices In tho United States, 
has been restored to Its condition of 
tho Boventeentli century, when Bpla- 
copaliana of tho East made pilgrim* 
agoH to worship within Its walls. 

Situated amid beautiful greenerj', 
tiio church of quaint strticturo revels 
In historic lore. At ono side. In n 
graveyard, lie dozens of men and

women, whose lives wero Intimately 
associated with tho nation and state. 
Long before the Revolutionary war, 
when settlers In Delaware wero few, 
a handful of Epiacopalians, knov;n as 
tho Society for tho Propagation of 
tho Gospel, began the organization of 
a church. A wooden building was 
pitched on tho road to Delaware bay, 
about two mllen cast of Dover. This 
early move was in 1703. 

Tho crude frame building continued 
to bo the place of worship until tho 
population had so expanded that thero 
was a demand for larger quarters. 

In 1731 work on a brick building 
w-tts begun. Historians record that It 
was at that tlmo thought a remark- 
able enterprise, and there was an In- 
flux of visitors each Sunday to v.*atch 
tho progress on a brick church, nn 
Innovation, because all othera were of 
frame. 

S\x years passed before the edifice 
was completed. Tho congrcgratlon 
thrived, but previous to tho Civil v;ar 
U was 'abandoned and given up to 
"moles and bats." Cattle wero stabled 
in it and It became a rendezvous for 
boys. 

In 1860 the church was rcciaimcd 
and the rough 'uses to which It had 
been subjected wero found to have 
had but little effect. Extensive re- 
pairs wore made and it was reconse- 
crated by Bishop Lee. Since then 
thero havo been more repairs, and, 
though some beautified tho Interior, 
none emphasized Ua rich heritages. 

Tho restoration as far as possible, 
with modern conveniences, has been 
to revive the original architectural 
Hues and style.

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Wheat Commission Reports 

American wheat growers and farm- 
ers will be interested in n report of 
commission appointed by the govern 
ment of Saskatchewan "to examine 
into the ways and means for bettering 
the position of Saskatchewan grain in 
the Eupopean markets. Incident to 
this investigation the commission look 
ed into the cost of producing wheat un- 
der present conditions in that Province 
of Canada. The wheat producers of 
various sections of the United States 
will be interested to know that under 
present conditions the coRt of produc- 
ing wheat as determined by the com- 
mission is reported to be 55 cents per 
bushel on the farm and 62 cents per 
bushel f, 0. b. cars at country points. 
According to the report, the coat of 
production has increased 12.15 per cent 
since 1909. while on the other hand, the 
price . of wheat to the Saskatchewan 
farmer has decreased from 81J cents 
per bushel in 1909 to66ii cents per 
bushel in 1913, leaving a net return, on 
this basis, of 4& cents per bushel to 
the farmer. 

It is possible that the interesting fig- 
ures which have been developed by the 
grain commission will account for the 
fact that a large number of American 
farmers who have, in recent years, 
left the States to engage in farming in 
this territory are now asking for a cer- 
tificate which permits the return of 
household effects to the United States. 
If the economic situation suggested in 
the above statement is not the cause, 
perhaps it may be found in the long 
and vigerous wmters characteristic of 
this section as compared with those in 
tht leading farming districts of the 
States.

Atmosphere Above Earth. 

It has been estimated by one scien- 
tist that at a^ altitude of 300 miles 
above the surface of the earth the at- 
phere is composed entirely of coronl- 
um; and that farther up still the coro- 
nlum exists, getting thinner as It ex- 
tends Into space. 

At a height of 130 miles he esti- 
mates that the atmosphere consists of 
about equal parU of. coronlum and 
hydrpgen, and at' 45 miles the coro- 
nlum Is an appreciable part Nearer 
the earth there Is less and less of thla 
light gas, until at the surface of the 
oarth— If It exists at all— It Is only in 
a very minute quantity.

"camps" In the dense scrub of gullies 
and swamps, they may be seen by the 
thousands, crowded so ttilckly on the 
trees that branches are frequently 
broken by their weight. Their nightly 
raids In search of food cover consider- 
able distances and they are especially 
partial to figs, bananas, peaches and 
other soft fruit Various expedients 
have been tried to protect the 
orchards, but hitherto these have 
proved more expensive than success- 
ful. On one occasion hundreds of 
thousands of foxes were shot at an 
expense to Uie government of New 
South. Wales for powder and shot of 
30 cents each. A little later whole- 
sale destruction by means of dyna- 
mite and other explnslvcs was at- 
tempted. The foxee avoided the trees 
that had been so carefully charged, 
and the explosives did no harm.

Thero is not a lighter draft sulky plow made tba nthe J. I. Cf^e 
New Foot Lift Sulky.

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MOVEMENTS OF THE MEXICAN 

TROOPS INDICATE CHANGE 

WILL BE MADE SHORTLY. 



FOREIGNERS ARE IN TANGLE 



Refugees Forced to Land From Ship 
ot TiimplCQ by ConGtltutlonalJBts — 
Federals Blow Up Bridge — Peace 
Delegates Sail. 



Vera Cruz, May 19. — Activity of 
Moxlcun forces 'beyond the Amcrloiin 
lines Increased during Sunday, llofu- 
geca nppoared within the Amorlcan 
lines and declared that Mexican 
cavalry wua approaching from the 
northeast. Tho refugees exprossed 
the opinion that tho Mexicans wero 
preparing to attack tho city. 

Herr Everbnsch, German consul at 
Tamplco. was Insulted by a rebel colo- 
nel, a member of Gcueral Caballoro'a 
ataff, while nttempthiK to arrange fy. 
tho departure of 140 refugees n^J^Jard 
the Hamburg-American llnur.Vpininga. 
It Is reported tho captr.'.h'of thoUer- 
TTian cruiser Dro3ti'.>,^Vas prepared to 
land marines, ^^nece-jsnry, to obtain 
tho roleaaf;,.a'f tho fugitives. 

Arr^jgf'menta had been made at 
Tanjfiico for tho departure of tho Ypl- 
^Stfiga, but later tho rebel oricers or- 
''derod all the passengers oft tho vcs- 
BOl. Thereupon the consul with an of- 
llcer of tho cruiser Dresden, wont to 
Bee tho rebel leaders. 

"This low-bred German consul 
makes mc tired," said the rebel colo- 
nel. 

Tho consul protcstoU. whereupon 
tho rebel repeated tho Insult and 
reached for a weapon. General Cabnl- 
lero Intervenctl and iho departure of 
the ship was Anally arranged after tho 
refugees had been held all night. 

It wns believed the rebels wanted 
an excuse to seize the arms and uni- 
munition aboard the Ypirnnga. which 
•wcro not delivered to Huerta. 

Washington, May 19.— President 
Huerta's elimination from power in 
Mexico through his own delegates to 
the mediation conference In Niagara 
Falls was deemed a certainty after 
tho delegatus had explained their at- 
titude to personal friends and depart- 
ed for Now York on the way to tho 
peace meeting, which will bo opened 
Wednesday. 

It , became clear that the confer- 
ence would deal not only with the 
"Tamplco incident," but with the in- 
ternal war of Mexico, and that tho 
establishment of peace, with perhaps 
a constitutionalist In the provisional 
presidency, although neither Ciirranza 
nor Villa, would be the chief object of 
tho conferees. 

Tho chief military dovelopraont of 
Sunday was a report from General 
>^jnston that the San Francisco bridge 
on tho interoclanic railroad, 28 mllea 
from Vera Cruz, had been destroyed 
by Mexican federals. 

General l^nston reported rumors 
that General Navarette. Mexican com- 
mander, was In the vicinity of Vera 
Cruz with 3,000 men. Army ofllcerB 
seriously doubted, however, that Nava- 
rette had so many troops. 

Although General Huerta has Eent 
delegates to mediate dlffercnceB and 
they know the viewpoint, there Is a 
possibility that hostllltica may bo pro- 
voked at any time by tho federal 
troops near Vera Cruz, which may en- 
tangle the situation and force another 
crisis. 

Developments affecting foreign In- 
terests are expected at Tamplco. At 
the Instance of Chevalier W. L. F. C. 
Van Rappard, minister of the Nether- 
lands, Instructions were aent by tho 
secretary of the navy to Rear Admiral 
Mayo at Tamplco to forward full In- 
formation In regard to a reported de- 
mand of the constltutionallata there 
for a "voluntary contribution" to the 
constitutionalists' cause.

Galveston, Tex., May 18.— Six army 
transporty are waiting to carry troopa, 
horses and supplies to Vera Cruz. That 
th« nrniy la preparing for a i)OsslbIe 
campaign through the Mexican moun- 
tain passes, where the nights arc 
cold, was Indicated when hundreds of 
boxes containing hoodless overcoats 
were unloaded on Friday from freight 
cars to the government piers.

May IS.— Brigadier Edu- 
ardo Ocaronza, with tho Mexican fed- 
eral forces of his command, has evac- 
uated Tuxpam, and tho richest petro- 
leum nelds of tho state of Vera Cruz 
and all those of the state of Tamaull- 
pas are in llio hands of the rebels. The 
evacuation of Tuxpam by General 
Ocaranza occurred without a light. 
Tho rebels met with no resistance 
there. 

A. .1. Sutton, a Washington newspa- 
per photographer, has been released 
by tho Jlexicans after three days* ira- 
prlsonmont at Cordoba, during which 
ho was Buhjoctcd to a eevere cross-ex* 
amlnaltton in order to make him con- 
fess that he was a spy. He Is on hla 
way hero on a refugee train. 

A party of 40 American and 80 Mex- 
ican refugees, who reached here from 
the capital on Friday, reported that 
conditions there had not undergone 
any material change. In spite of the 
efforts of tho American authorities to 
get all Americans out of Mexico there 
are still about one thousand *in the 
capital, who appear determined to re- 
main there. 

Refugees foreshadow the approach 
of a critical moment In tho capital. 
British subjects from the interior. It la 
stated, have been gathered In the con- 
centration districts in the foreign resi- 
dential quarters of Mexico City, where 
It was determined long ago they would 
protect themselves against whatever 
arose. More British nationals arc re- 
ported arriving by every train, while 
others are hastening toward the coast 
The German and Austrian defenso or- 
ganization Is also ready to stand a 
siege, and thoae nationals, according 
to report, are being gathered.

Chicago, May 19. — Frank M. jtyan, 
president cf tho International Associa- 
tion of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers, and 19 other members of the 
organization must report Juno G to re- 
sumo the serving of their ecntcnces In 
Leavenworth penitentiary -for con- 
spiracy to transport dynamite on pas- 
senger trains. The exploslvo was used 
to wreck bridges and buildings erected 
by nonunion labor. 

Tho United States circuit court of 
appeals issued a mandate on Saturday 
that tho serving of aentcnces muat be 
reeuraed within three weeks for all but 
six of the thirty members of the asso*^ 
elation originally scatenccd. 

The government opposed retrial of 
nichard H. Houlihan of Chicago, Will- 
iam Bernhardt ot Cincinnati and Olaf 
Tveltmoo of San Francisco, who will 
probably learn this week whether they 
will bo granted now trhils. This will 
depend upon the decision based upon 
the oral arguments. 

The government offered to opposU 
Uon to tho retrials ordered for William 
J. McCain of Kansas City, James 13. 
Ray of Peoria and Fred Sherman of 
Indianapolis. No date has been set 
for the hearings. 

Sentences of from one to seven 
years must be served by the 20 men 
who will go to prison in June. They 
were convicted of conspiracy to trans* 
port dynamite on paasengor trains lu 
1910 and 1911. Involved In the case 
was the wrecking of the los Angeles 
Tlmea building. 

When the men affected by the man- 
date reach the federal prlaon there 
will be 24 Iron workers In that peni- 
tentiary. 

Thirty-nine men were originally 
found guilty In Che United Statea dis- 
trict court at Indlanapolla. Six of the 
thirty-nine were given their liberty on 
Buspendcd eentencea. The other 33 
were checked In at tho penitentiary 
New Year's day.

Four of Thoce Hurt In Serious Condi- 
tion — Cause of Explosion 
n Myotcry. 

Dettolt. .May 18. — Ten men were 
killed, another man is dying and three 
more were thought to be fatally In- 
jured as the result of the turrilic ex- 
plosion which wrecked tho plant of tho 
Mexican Crude Hubbcr company In Uio 
west part of tho city Friday. Tho di- 
rect cause ot the explosion may never 
be known. 

At first It was reported -gasoline was 
rosponslblerfor the accident. Later It 
was said that sulphuric acid waB prob- 
ably the cause. Tho coroner shared 
tho latter opinion and said ho based 
hla belief on the statements of others 
who wero acquainted with the pro- 
coeses of rubber manufacturing used 
In the plant. 

It was believed the exi)loslou oc- 
curred In a department where the 
molten rubber was being prepared. 
There wcro several workmen In this 
department, but as far as could bo 
learned none escaped to tell the story. 

The ofllclals of the company refused 
to give out any statement and gave 
all their attention to caring for the 
dead and dying. The coroner has an« 
nounced he will begin Immediately n 
rigid investigation into the affair. 

Edwardsvillo. III.. May 18.— Three 
persons were killed at Kaufmanni III.. 
a village near here, when a Clover 
Leaf passenger train known aa the 
"Commercial Traveler" etruck an au- 
tomobile. ^ The dead are J. F, ^tuck- 
wlsch and wife and Oscar Meier, all 
of Marine, III.

Washington, May liO.— Doapito tho 
many unoIUclal reports that Huerta la 
willing to resign, ou certain conditions, 
this government has received nothing 
to substantiate th'jm, and, in fact, ro- 
cards them with suspicion and as Indl* 
eating that the Mexican dictator It; try- 
ing to throw dust iu tho administra- 
tion's eyes. 

It la positively known that nuithpr 
this government, the A.*U.-C, media- 
tors nor tho Huerta rGprcaontutlvca to 
tho peace parley at Niagara Falls 
have received anything from Huerta 
Indicating his iitlcntloi) of submitting 
any propositiona which Include his res- 
ignation. 

It is dcrinitcly known also that tho 
administration believes Huerta will 
not resign, at least under circum- 
stances whlcii will be accepted by the 
Uulted States. 

Dr. Aurellano Urrutla, who was 
once Huerta's most trusted counselor 
in tho cabinet, and who as minintor 
of the Interior is popularly hcllovcd to 
havo been tho author of many orders 
for the dlsappcaranco of tltc chlcCs 
political enemies, arrived hero on Mon- 
day among the refugees from the ca])- 
ital. Ho had lied from tho wrath of 
Huerta. 

Doctor Urrutla said he had not been 
subjected to any overt act of hostility 
by Huerta, but had decided that to re- 
main within reach of the provisional 
president was to court death. He had 
been convinced of this by tho testi- 
mony, of friends and by what he hlm- 
selC had seen. Ho dcqlarcd ho pre- 
ferred to enter tho American linos 
and trust to tho hospitality of the 
American authorities In Vera Cruz. He 
was accompanied by his family and 
said he expected to remain here Indcf- 
iultely. 

Tho former mlnialcr of the interior 
declared he had stolen away from the 
capital In tho same way as any other 
fugitive. Ho had succeeded In elud- 
ing General Hucrta's agents and ar- 
rived within tho American lines with- 
out his identity being disclosed so far 
as ho knew.

Outrages al Juarez. 

When Cludad Juarez was taken 

from tho foderals- in May. 1913, he 

killed aenor Ignacio Gomez Oyola, o 

man of over sixty years of age, under 

the following clrcumfltancos: Having 

Hent for him. Villa asked whether ho 

hud any arms in his house, and on 

saying he had not. Villa, "who was 

wated on a table," drew hia revolver 

and shot him dead. After rifling the 

^ corijsc of money and valuables It was 

"thrown into the street. 

After the triumph of the revolution, 
Villa, in November. I9n, obtained a 
monopoly from tho then governor of 
Chihunliua for the sale of meat In the 
city of Chihuahua, which he procured 
by Btcaling cuttle from tho neighbor- 
ing farms. Suspecting ono of his sub- 
ordinates, Cristobal Juarez, of steal- 
iug on his own account, ho killed him 
one night In the latter part of No- 
vember In the Calle do la Llboradad. 

In tho early part of May, 1913, Villa, 
with 75 men, assaulted a train at 
Hacza, state of Chihuahua, that was 
carrying bars of gold and silver val- 
ued at 100,000 pesos, killing the crow 
and several passengers. Including 
Messrs. Caravantea and a Senor Isaac 
Ilcrroro of Cludad Guerrero. 
. Murders in Cold Blood. 
I^to In tho same month he entered 
the town of San Andres, Chihuahua, 
and assaulted tho house of- Senor 
Sabas . Murga an haclondado, wlio. 
with his two sons, tried to defend 
themselves. Two of his nephewa 
wero lulled, but tho Murgas got away. 
VUla than got hold of two son's-ln-law 
of Murga who had not taken any part 
lu tho fight, and after torturing them 
to say where their father-in-law had 
hidden hla money, he had thorn killed. 
Towards tho end of tho month Vil- 
la's band took tlio town of Sta. Hosa- 
Ua, Chihuahua, shooting all prisoners 
and treating the principal ofilcera with 
terrible cruelty. Colonel Puebloclta 
waa shot and his body dragged along 
tho atreota of tho town. Tho com- 
morcial houses of Messrs, Viecontl, 
Sarll, Cia Harlnora, Sordo^y Dlanco 
(Spaniards) and many othora were 
totally sacked. Many private persons 
were murdered, one of tho worst cases 
helng that of a Spaniard, Senor Mon- 
tilla. caahior of tho house of Cordo y 
DInnco, who was shot over tho head of 
his wife, who tried to defend him. Vil- 
la personally kicked her in tho face as 
«ho lay on the dead body of her hus- 
band. He also himself killed a Senor 
names, secretary of tho court of first 
Instance. 

Massacre at Casaa Grandee. 
In July, 1913. Villa look Casas 
Grandes, Chihuahua, and shot more 
than 80 noncombatants, violating bov- 
eral, young girls, amongst thom two 
young ladles named Castillo. 
I Ho attacked and took tlio town of 
San Andrea, which was hold by tho 
fedoralD, lu September, 1913, shooting

experience of the year 1013 
has strongly confirmed tha provloua 
concIuBlon, that wheat harvest la 
tho best time to attack tho chinch- 
bug In Illinois. Beyond a doubt a 
Hold of corn lying besldo a field of 
heavily Infested wheat can bo com- 
pletely protected against Injury by 
chincli-bugs moving out of tho wheat 
on foot at harvest time, by laying 
upon tho ground between tho fields 
a* narrow lino of No. 7 road-oil (from 
Whiting. Ind.), or of crude crcoaoto, 
or of crudo carbolic add, renewing 
this lino at Intervals of ono to three 
days or moro. and trapping and kill- 
ing tho bugs by moans of post-holes 
at intervals of about 20 feet besldo 
the line. 

It is also certain that any farmer 
can virttialiy oxterminato tho chlnch- 
buga infesting a field of wheat by 
surrounding it wiUi such barriers at 
the proper time, and keeping tho line 
of road-oll or crcoaoto In an effec- 
tive condition for a period. of 15 to 
20 doyo, and wo have every reason 
to bellovo that a general commu- 
nity operation of Uils sort would so 
reduce tho number of tho first gen- 
eration of tho chlnch-bugs that little 
or no damage could bo done by those 
of tho second generation. The larger 
tho percentage of farmers using 
these hnrvest-timo methods effective- 
ly in any community, the leas will bo 
tho injury to corn and other crops 
during tho latter part of the summer. 
Tho coat of tho whole operation, If 
road-oil la used, will be approximate- 
ly 532 for a mile of the barrier for tho 
season, of which $9 will bo for mate- 
rlalB. and $23 for labor of tho farmer 
and his team. If creosote la used, tho 
entire cost will bo approximately $28 
a mJIo. of which $13 will be for mi;- 
teriala and $15 for the labor of man 
and team. 

Wo have further learned by experi- 
ment and extensive practical uoo that 
eolutlons of certain kinds of laundry 
soap, containing three ounces of 
soap to the gallon of water, will kill 
chinch-bugs of all ages, when freely 
sprayed upon them; and wo have 
found a small, portable, compressed 
air sprayer a cheap, convenient and 
efTectivo apparatus for spraying In- 
fected fields. Under certain condl- 
tlous young com sometlmea becomes 
dangerously infected by chinch-buga 
In early oprlng, and this spraying 
method then offera tho only means of 
saving tho crop. "Many fielda wore so 
rescued, at small coat. In tho spring 
of 1912. 

To got the full benefit of these facta 
It is, of course, necessary, that thoy 
should bo made known In full detail 
to those whose crops arc endangered; 
and It.ia also neccBsary that coun- 
ties should bo organized for co-op- 
oratlon as generally and as complete- 
ly as possible, to mako sure that the 
largest possible number may bo In- 
fiuencod to" the use these methods per- 
sistently. Wo have found tho organ- 
Izatlon of country communities quite 
practicable where tho offlcera of tho 
county farmers' Institute and of the 
.commercial organization of tho coun- 
try town win unlto In a call for a 
meeting at tho county seat. At such 
a meeting a general committee n^ay 
bo appointed containing on© repre- 
sontatlro from each township in the 
county, who will undertake to get lo-

Did you ever see a baby of 
nny kind, from tho human baby to the 
pups, pigs, calves, etc., that would 
not put in Its mouth anything It could 
get hold of? Babies will do It right 
after a fuJI meal, and. tho natural In- 
stlnct of tho chick Is to peck at every- 
thing bright It.aees.

One reason why newspaper adveK 
tiaing has grown very fast during 
recent yeara Is that retail merchants 
understand how this principle applies 
to their business. In former! daya a 
merchant fitted out his atoj-e, hired 
his clerks and sat down to wait In a 
passive fashion for business. He waa 
very apt to find that he did not do 
an amount of trade that was normal, 
either for tho cunltnl Invested In 
equipment and stock, or for the cost 
of his help. The result was, that tho 
proportion of failures among retail 
merchants used to be abnormally 
largo.

It la alm- 
pty a question of takldg In detail 
the various attractive features of tho 
stock, and talking pbout tliem through 
the newspaper.

|2,160 a year, or a fair Interest on 
about $50,000, to Its owners, a family 
of seven Serlnguelros.

SclentlsU of tho 
Franklin Instltuto.have measured thli 
earth light and have found that' It la 
of the order of one-tenth part of tha 
Intensity of a star of tho first order of 
magnitude. It la attributed, at leaat 
partially, to a permanent aurora boro- 
alls which Is revealed by the charac- 
teristic green ray observed on ob- 
scure nights in the whole boav<
